School 
Issues 
Discussed 


If you ‘‘vacuumize’’ the high 
school against the issues of the 
world, and against expression of 
different points of view, under adult 
guidance, students will be ill pre- 
pared to analyze what they will 
hear on college campuses, which 
are presently an open field for 
all sorts of ideological propagan- 
dizing, Principal Philip Wormwood 
told the Education Town Meeting 
Monday night. 

He also stressed that unanimity 
of opinion was not an essential 
among educators, or students, but 
rather the development of tol- 
erance of eachother’s differences, 
and respect. He felt kids were 
given ‘‘far too little credit for 
their common sense, and compe- 
tence in determining the truth” 
when various sides of issues are 
presented. 

Monday’s Education Town Meet- 
ing became an open forum in which 
townspeople, discussed with each 
other and with administrators the 
relationship of the schools to is- 
sues of the world outside, and the 
problems of emotional polariza- 
tion of thinking within and around 
the schools. - 

The so-called conservative point 
of view was less represented, or 
at least spoke out less, than the 
so-called liberal view, but there 
was genuine interactionof opinions 
and concerns, and the majority 
opinion seemed to be a question: 
‘*How do we help kids learn, and 
learn outselves, to have faculties, 
student bodies, communities, 
where differences of opinion can 
exist, can be expressed, tolerated 
and respected.’’ 

School Superintendent Kenneth 
R. Seifert publicly praised 
Wormwood’s response to his stu-

The meeting on June 2 will also 
be the annual meeting of AC /ABC 
for the election of officers and 
approval of the 1970-71 budget. 


It is expected that William V.N.- 


Washburn will give a progress re- 
port on the current fund-raising 
drive. As of. May 18 pledges had 
been received from just over 100 
persons amounting to a total of 
about $30,000.

“Our target is $10,000 higher 
than it was three years ago,”

dent’s reaction to the heated 
national issues, Seifert who was 
at the high school the day of the 
Merrimack College strike and de- 
monstration, told the TOWNSMAN 
that well over 200 students were 
contemplating leaving the school 
to demonstrate that day. 

He said it was because the 
principal opened _ up the issues, 


and the large group room, to all 
interested students for free dis- 
cussion from all points of view, 
that all except 40 students found 
staying in the school to learn about 
the issues and discuss them a 
better alternative than leaving the 
school to demonstrate. 
Superintendent Seifert made the 
point that if the issues of the 
world are not allowed to come 
into the schools, the students will 
leave the schools, psychologically 
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if not physically, to find them. 

One speaker said he was for 
free discussion, but made the point 
that uncensored student news- 
papers are fine, as long as the 
students themselves don’t act as 
censors; he felt that the Imprint 
failed to report the ideas of the 
talk given by Gordon Hall. 

Women from South and Bancroft 
reported that there is free dis- 
cussion of issues in their child- 
ren’s classes and they heartily 
approved, thoughone acknowledged 
that a secondary school teacher 
has a greater problem of finding 
the time for it, because of greater 
pressures of academic courses. 

‘tAre teachers disagreeing with 
his policy of bringing issues into 
the schools: left with no recourse 
except to resign?’’ one woman 
asked the high school principal. 
‘*Noft at all,’’ said Wormwood, and 
explained that he had helda faculty : 
meeting for the express purpose of 
encouraging free expression of 
charges and complaints. ‘‘It was 
rough, but good,”’ he reported, 
and said that since a majority of 
teachers indicated they thought 
it had been beneficial, he was 
scheduling another. He felt their 
unhappiness of a few teachers 
mostly due to the policy of bring- 
ing more of the outside world 
into the school, and to changing 
from the more rigid patterns of 
the past, which he admitted were 
more comfortable for teachers 
then, but which no longer obtain 
in the the world today. 

‘‘Wouldn’t it be a great example 
to those kids to see the high school 
teachers work together to a real 
tolerance of differences?’’ was 
voiced more than once by speak- 

ers. 

As for the 40 students who left 
to demonstrate, Wormwood said 
their leaving the school ‘‘was not 
a lark, but a matter of grave 
concern to them’’, and the group 


had submitted their names to him.

Although he disagreed with their 
decision, he felt punishment was 
inappropriate. 

Another group of students later 
came to him to tell him: they 
thought he was wrong not to dis- 
cipline the group, and let him 
know why. . C4. 

The principal said he respected 
the deliberate and thought-out ac- 
tions of both groups of students, 
as examples of what he called 
‘*something wonderful that may be 


happening’? -- a new maturity and — 


‘fequality of consideration,’’ that 
he respected. ‘‘Ten years ago, 
neither of those things would have 
happened,’’ he explained later. 

There was not unanimity in the 
meeting over how issues should 
‘be handled in the schools. West 
Junior High Principal William Hart 


said he thought they should be dis- 


cussions ‘‘within the classroom 
confines as long as they. don’t 


interfere with other education,’’ 


while an East Junior High parent 


complained of student polariza- 


tion there, with students wearing 
black armbands for the dead Kent 
State students challenged by stu- 
dents wearing American flags 
stolen from Spring Grove ceme- 
tery, and violence and threats 
ensued; this parent said that 
schools which do not in some ways 
suspend business as usual at a 
crucial point, miss a fantastic 
opportunity for education, through. 
learning, discussion and interac- 
tion within the school community. 

Principal Wormwood said no to 
a suggestion from the audience that 


classroom attendance be optional, 


to put more responsibility on the 
student. ‘‘Even if a student who 
cuts class a lot gets a good grade, 
he isn’t going to be getting full 
education if he misses the inter- 
action of the Class. 

To end the fear of expression 
of differences, Seifert said, the 
teaching staff must feel and hear 
community support for letting stu- 
dents hear different sides of is- 
sues. 

Seifert mentioned _ three 
proposals currently on the plan- 
ning boards: a forum in both 
the high school andthe junior highs 
to allow for student discussion, 
in ‘school time, of issues that 
students are interested in; a 
student senate for the high school, 
which would have broader sec- 
tional representation and a ro- 
tating membership, so that more 
students would be involved, and 
the possibility of engaging pro- 
minent speakers for an hour’s 
telephone talk broadcast live to 
a student audience, with a chance 
for questions. Seifert said this 
would be an economical way to 
get really first-rate presentations 
of different sides of issues. 

At the meetings end, a speaker 
challenged Student Council Presi- 
dent Regan Unsoeld’s contention 
that classes should be more rele- 
vant and told him ‘‘education is 
partly thinking and understanding, 
but there are rules that have to be 
learned and adhered to, even if 
you don’t understand them all.’’ 
At meeting’s end, he andthe senior 
made a bee-line for each other to 
shake hands, heartily and continue 
discussion. 


The meeting of about 100 people 
was shut off at 10:30 by the ad- 
ministrators, who had spent much 
of the evening watching the audi- 

ence respond to each other’s 
points. One woman came hurrying 
back to pick up the pocketbook she 
left behind, and tell Principal

Earnings Set Record 


Standard International Corpora- 
tion (NYSE), Andover, today re- 
ported the best nine-month period 
and the best third quarter in the 
company’s. history. President 
Daniel E, Hogan expressed con- 
fidence that ‘‘despite the slowdown 
in the economy, fiscal 1970 will 
be another record year for Stand- 
ard International.’? The firm’s 
fiscal year ends June 30. 

In the nine months ending March 
31, 1970 sales rose to $82,227,000 
from the prior year’s $81,353,000. 
Net income for the period amounted 
to $3,817,000, or $.99 per share, 
compared with $3,684,000, or $.94 
per share, before extraordinary 
items the year before. 

In the third quarter ending March 
31, 1970, sales amounted to $28,- 
127,000 against the prior year’s 
$27,462,000. Net income in the 
latest quarter was $1,282,000 or 
$.34 per share, compared with 
$1,261,000 or $.33 per share, in 
the previous year. All figures are 
adjusted to include pooling-of-in- 
terest acquisitions, a 5-for-4- 
stock split in December 1968 and 
a five per cent stock dividend paid 
in December 1969. In the nine 
months of last year, the firm also 
reported an additional $1,857,000 
in extraordinary income derived 
largely from the sale of a foreign 
subsidiary. 

Commenting on the company’s 
performance, Mr. Hogan noted that 
the record results were attained 
despite the effects of labor diffi- 
culties not primarily related to 
the company - such as the truck- 
ing and postal strikes, which 
affected shipments, deliveries and 
the firm’s mail order business. He 
stated that certain smaller divi- 

sions were also affected by ‘‘the

Mr. Hogan also stated that 
Standard International’s profit- 
improvement programs, designed 
to reduce labor costs - bothdirect 
and indirect - are beginning to show 
excellent results. At the same time 
improved production efficiencies 
are being achieved. He stated that 
because of the promising results, 
this program is being expanded 
and intensified throughout the cor- 
poration. 

Mr. Hogan indicated that sales 
of the A.T. Cross Company, the 
manufacturer of writing instru- 
ments in which Standard has a46.5 
per cent interest, increased 23 per 


cent to over $16 millionin calendar | 
‘year 1969, and earnings increased. 


30 per cent to just under 
$1,600,000. Mr. Hogan added that 
over the past five years,. Cross 
achieved a 35 per cent compound 
increase in sales and a 38 per cent 
compound earnings growth. For the 
current calendar year he projected 
Cross sales at $20 million and 
earnings in excess of $2 million. 

Mr. Hogan stated that he expects 
most of the company’s growth in the 
foreseeable future to come from 
internal operations and the ex- 
pansion of existing divisions, and 
indicated that Standard’s capital 
budgets in the current fiscal year 
are at an all-time high. He added 
that the firm also plans to con- 
tinue expanding via the acquisition 
route as well.
